PARLIAMENT OF INDIA 

'Bio following Bill was introduced in 'Parliament on the 13th March, 
1951 : — 

Bill 11 ' No. 19 of 1951 

B Bill further to amend the Indian, Tariff Act, 1934. 

Be it enuotocl by Parliament as follows: — 

1. Short title. — This . Act may be called the Indian Tariff (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1951. 

2. Insertion of new section 3A in Act XXXII of 1934.— After section 3 
of the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (hereinafter referred to as the principal 
Act), the following section shall be inserted, namely : — 

“3A. Power of Central Government to levy protective duties in 
certain oase,s. — (1) Wbero the Central Government, upon a recom- 
mendation made to it in this behalf by the Tariff Board set up under 
the Resolution of the Government of India in the Department of 
Commerce No. 218-T (55)/45, dated the 8rd November, 1945, is 
satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary to take 
immediate action to provide for the protection of the interests of any 
industry established in India, the Central Government may, by 
notification in the Official Gazette, impose on any goods imported 
into Tndia in respect of which the said recommendation is made, a duty 
ol customs of such amount, not exceeding the amount proposed in 
the said recommendation, as it thinks fit. 

(2) Every duty imposed under sub-section (7) shall, for the pur- 
poses of this Act, be deemed to have been specified in the First 
Schedule, and shall be in addition to any duty imposed under 1 his 
Act or any other law' for the time being in force, but Bhall not be 
included in the duly of customs upon which any additional duty 
imposed by section 6 of the Indian Finance Aot, 1942 (XII of 1942), 
and continued, subject to certain modifications, by certain subse- 
quent Central Acts, is calculated, or operate so as in any wav to affect 
the amount of any additional duty so imposed. 

* The President has, in pursuance of clause (1) of article 117 of the 
Cointhufion of India, recommended 1,0 Parliament the introduction of the Bill.

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(3) During the session of Parliament commencing after the date 
of the notification under sub-section (1) there Bhall, unless the noti- 
fication is in the meantime cancelled, be introduced in Parliament 
on behalf of the Central Government a Bill to give effect to the 
proposals of the Central Government in regard to the continuance of 
the protective duty of customs on the goodB to which the notifica- 
tion relates, and the notification shall cease to have effect when such 
Bill becomes law, whether with or without modifications, but without 
prejudice to the validity of anything previously done thereunder.”

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4. Amendment ol Act I ol 1949.— In the Indian Tariff (Amendment.) 
1949,— 

(i) in sections 4 and 5, for the figure# “1051” the figures “1954”

STATEMENT OE OBJECTS AND EEASONS 

The objects of tho present Bill are— 

(1) to amend the Indian Tariff Act, 1084 (XXXII of 1981) to 
empower Government to impose protective duties by notification in 
emergent circumstances on the recommendation of the Tariff Board 
to be followed up by formal legislation; 

(2) to amend the Eirst Schedule to the Act in order to grant 
protection to certain industries and to extend beyond the 31st March, 
1951, the period of protection for certain other industries on the advioe 
of the Tariff Board; and 

(8) to amend the Indian Tariff (Amendment) Act, 1949 (I of 1949) 
in order to continue for a further period of three years the concessions 
agreed to under tho General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade at 
Geneva. 

2. As regards (1), tho powers indicated are at present exercisable under 
the Protective Duties Act, 1940 (XVII of 1946). This Act is, however, 
due to expire on the 81st March, 1951. It is necessary to retain these 
powers permanently and it is convenient to have .these powers incorporat- 
ed in tho Indian Tariff Act, 1981. 

8, As regards (2), the industries which are to be protected are — 

(ii) Sago globules and tapioca pearls, 

(ii) Fine chemicals (calcium lactate), 

(iii) Penoils, 

(iv) Fountain pen ink, 

(v) Oil pressure lamps, and 

(vi) Buttons, studs and cuff links. 

The industries which will continue to be protected are — 

(i) Sericulture, and 

(ii) Grinding wbeeh and segments. 

4. Ar regards (8), Act No. T of 1049 is due to expire on tbo 81st March, 
1951. The Contracting Parties to the General Agreement have proposed 
that the present Contracting Parties (including India) should continue the 
concessions for a further period of throe years. The Schedule to the Act 
which is being amended accordingly embodies only the items on which 
concessions were agreed to during the first set of negotiations at Geneva 
in 1947. 

5. Opportunity has also been taken to carry out certain minor amend- 
ments of a formal character.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The proviso to sub-soetion (1) of section 12 of the Delhi Joint Water and 
Sewage Hoard Act, 1026, makes the Central Government responsible in 
certain, circumstances for payment of a part of the dues of the Delhi Muni- 
cipal Committee to the Delhi Joint Water and Sewage Hoard in respect 
of .altered water supplied by the latter to the former. It is considered that 
there ie no justification for Government undertaking an indefinite and 
recurring liability of this kind in the case of the Delhi Municipal Committee 
alone, especially, when, other local bodies in Delhi pay their full dues to 
the Delhi Jo'nt Water and Sewage Board. The present Bill seeks to 
relieve the Government of India of this liability by deleting the proviso 
to sub-section (1) of section 12 of the Aot. It also makes certain other 
consequential changes in the Act.

A Bill further to amend the Minimum Wages Aot, 1948 
He it enacted by Parliament as follows: — - 

1, Short title. — This Act may be called the Minimum Wages (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1951. 

2. Amendment of section 3 . Act XI of 1948. — In sub-section (1) of 
■section 3 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948, — - 

(1) for clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely 

“(a) fix the miivmurn rates of wages payable to employees 
employed — 

(f) in an employment specified in Part I of the Schedule 
at the commencement of this Aot, before the 81st day of 
March, 1962; 
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(ii) in an employment specified in Part II of lire Sche- 
dule at the commencement of this Act, from such date as 
may be specified in this behalf by the appropriate Govern- 
ment by notification in the Official Gazette; and 

a in an employment included in Part I or Part II of 
edule by notification under section 27, from such 
date as may be specified in this behalf in the notification; ” ; 
(2) after the existing proviso, the following further proviso shall 
be inserted, namely: — 

“Provided further that, in the case of an employment refer- 
red to in sub-clause (ii) of clause (a), the appropriate Govern- 
ment may fix minimum rates of wages only for a part of the 
State or for any class or classes of such employment.’’ 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Under clause (a) of sub section (ly of section 3 of the Minimum "Wages 
Act, 1948, as amended by the Minimum Wages (Amendment) Act, 1960, 
the appropriate Governmeats are required to fix minimum rates of wages 
in respect of the employments specified in the Schedule to the Act before 
the 16th March 1951. But not all State Governments have been able to 
do so up till now. 


With respect to the employments specified in Part I of the Sohedule, 
some State Governments require an extension of time for fixation of mini- 
mum rates of wages, and it is, therefore, proposed to extend the time limit 
up to the 31st March 1952, 

With respect to employment in agriculture specified in Part II of the 
Schedule, most State Governments have expressed their inability to fix 
minimum rates of wages within the time prescribed as considerable diffi- 
culties are involved in the procesu, particularly whan it has to be under- 
taken on a country-wide scale and so as to cover all classes of employment; 
in agriculture. Aftor careful consideration the Central Government have 
come to the conclusion that State Governments should, in regard to fixa- 
tion of minimum rates of wages in agriculture, bo allowed some discretion 
in the matter ot its enforcement, particularly with reference to the date 
of enforcement and the areas in which and the employees with respect to 
whom the powers may bo exercised. Sub-clauses (l)(n)(ii) and (2) of 
clause 2 make due provision in this behalf. 

With respect to employments added to Part I or Part II of thp Schedule, 
as the case may be, by notification under section 27 of the Act, the Act 
now provides that the date of enforcement shall be two or three years 
from the date of the notification. In such cases also it would be much 
better to empower the appropriate Government to notify the date of 
enforcement for fixation of minimum rates of wages.
